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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue (page 2) that their claimed 
invention differs from the prior art because "Nagamine on the other hand discloses the collation of three-dimensional shapes, but does 
not use the surface image." The Examiner disagrees. Nagamine clearly uses the surface image illustrated in figure 1 (page 325). 

Applicants further argue (page 2) that, "there is nothing to suggest that referential image data that is compared would be 
generated by three dimensional data and image data." The Examiner responds by pointing out that the suggestion/motivation for the 
combination of Beymer and Nagamine was discussed on the top of page 5 in the previous Office Action. 

Applicants further argue (page 4) that, "the lighting condition (taught by Beymer) is fixed to the initial lighting condition under 
which a sample image was photographed. Consequently, Beymer cannot deal with the situation where lighting condition changes." The 
Examiner responds by pointing out that the claim language does not indicate that the lighting condition changes, and cannot be fixed. 
For example, claim 3 recites "...the shooting conditions comprise an angle of the face image and a lighting direction...". In this case, 
Beymer discloses shooting conditions that comprise a lighting direction on the right column of page 757.. 
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
